We have not space to give many details 
of the terrible cyclone which, in a few 
irried death and such wide 

night of the ITUt of March. 
The killed outright are estima'ed at about 
IK), while the injured, to a greater or less 
degree, will reach se»eral hundred. The 
greatest loss of life occurred at the Falls 
City Hall on Market street between Elev- 
enth and Twelfth Several societies bad 
in the building, and a 
dancing school, and a lodge of Knights 
and Ladies of Honor and a musical club 
at the lime. The build- 
ing collapsed without warning to tbe in- 
mates and many were killed at this sp it. 

The greatest destruction in dollars and 
lents was on Main street from the Louis- 
r.lle Hotel down to Thirteenth street. It 
consisted of business blocks of a costly 
character and embraced the tobacco ware- 
houses. Nearly eTery building in this 
area was destroyed or greatly damaged. 
But three tobacco warehouses were left,

The Louisville Hotel was only slightly 
injured, but the cigar store of Virgil I. 
Wright adjoining the hotel, was destroyed, 
killing four girls at the hotel, Dr. McKee 
of Danville, and others. 

Market street from Seventh to Twelfth 
suffered correspondingly. The buildings 
as a role were neither so heavy or costly, 
but more people were in them at the hour 
the storm occurred and many lives were 
lost, and more people were injured, The 
ill fated Falls City Hall was in this district. 

likewise suffered terribly. The residence 
of our old fellow townsman W. H. Webb 
waa situated on this street between Elev- 
enth and Twelfth and was wrecked.

'■What do such roads cost, and how is 
is the money raised?" 

"The cost is about $10,003 a mile, 1 
judge by observation and imperfect re- 
ports. It is not far from that sum, I can 
safoly say. It seems a great deal to one 
not acquainted with road making. It is 
not. Wo have few gis>d roads in our 
county that have not cost at least that 

wear out in a few years. The money 
under our county act is raised by bonds, 
running twenty years at 4} per cent, in- 
terest.
